Some ot Mr. Wakeman’s Errors, 

Mr. T. B, Wakeman, in the Zrec- 
thinkers Maggie, says: 

It (the government) should not indnlgo in 
the temperance business by taxation pretend. 
ed to bo for that end any moro than it 
should ran the post-oflice in the interest of 
some supposed moral or political purposes, 
Every true democrat and every Liberal 
should vote against Cleveland in vider to 
81 this thoroughly democratic princi- 
plo. 


And yet Mr, Wakeman, only a 
few mnths ngo, was prging that 
the government “indulge in_ the 
temperance business" by making 
tho business of manufacturing alco- 
holic beverages a crime punishable 
by pains and ‘penalties, He would 
have tho government forbid the sale 
of alcohol except as a poison—the 
same as arsenio or prussic acid, wken 
nlaohalig beverages are used in every 
civilized nation, and are nsed by the 
majority of men, including tho most 
educated and intellectual in every 
city of the United States, Mow 
about personal freedom in this mat- 
ter? 

Mr. Wakeman says that Jefferson 
opposed “the Federal Whisky tax 
of his day 5” but did Jefferson ad- 
vocate the suppression of tha manu- 
facture and sale of whisky ? Did 
Jefferson advocate a high protective 
tariff? Did he advocate a protective 
tariff of any kind except againss 
“casual embarrassments” ? Did 
he nobsay in his sixth annual mes- 
sage in 1806 that taxation should be 
governed by the consideration that 
“the great mass of the articles on 
which import is paid are for foreign 
luxurjes purchased by those only 
whg are righ onongh to afford 
‘hemselves the use of them.” 

Was not Thomas Paine a Jeffer- 
sonian Democrat? In tho #ights 
af Man he said: 

Commerce needs no other protection than 


with slavery and rebellion. 


the reciproonl interest which every nation 
feels in supporting 1t; it is common stock; 
it exista by a balance of advantages, 


Mr. Wakeman classes free trade 
Does 
he forget that Daniel Webster help- 
ed to defeat attempts to impose high 
duties upon cotton and woolen 
goods in 1816? Does he forget 
that the merchants of Salem, Mass., 
in 1820, sent a memorial to Con- 
gress, drawn by Judge Story, pro- 
testing against the proposed duties 
as “ repugnant to those maxims of 
free trade, which the United States 
have hitherto so forcibly und perse- 


veringly contended for as the sure 


foundation of national prosperity.” ? 
Does Mr. Wakeman forget that 
Webster said he wished “freedom 
of trade to be the general principle 
and restriction the exception”? P 
Does he forget that in 1824 when 
Henry Clay, in reporting the tarilf 
bill said it *wdhld lay the founda- 
tion of a gencral American policy,” 
Daniel Webster replied : 


a This, sire, is an assumption which I tnko 
the liberty most directly to deny. Since ho 
epeaka of the proposed mensure as à now cra 
in our legislation, since he proposes to in. 
vite us to depart from our accustomed 
course, to fastract ourselves by the wisdom 
of others and to adopt the policy of the most 
distinguished foreiga states, ono, la n little 
hoxidus™ to^ know With what" proprioty"* of 
speech this inventlon of olher nations is do- 
nominhted nn American policy,’ while on 
the contrary, a preference tor our own estab- 
lishod eystem as it now actually exists, and 
nlwuya has existed, is called foreign poliep! 

There is a country, not undistinguished 
among the nations, in which the progress of 
manulactures has been far moro rapid than 
in any otber, and yet unnided by broblbi- 
tions or unnatural restrictions, That coun. 
try, tho happiest whigh the sun shines upon, 
is our own,“ 


It is but fair to state what Mr, 
Wakeman omits to mention, that 
Webster had different views nt dif- 


ferent times on the tariff. 


Mr. Wakeman says that "free 
trade is only about a hundred years 


old, and was burn in England.“ Does 


lie know uothing about free trado 
in the Netherlands in the 15th, 
16th, and 17th centuries, when, as 
De Witt, the grent statesman af the 
Netherlands, wrote, “by this free 
trade the Netherlands became both 
tho most peopled and the richest 
country on the earth and loans could 
bo effected there for a lower interest 
than anywhere else.“? 

Mr. Wakeman says that “ the tar- 
ill as a war measure was abolished 
practivally by tlie revision of 1888, 
und the ouly war taxes now in. exis- 
tence are the internal revenue taxes 
ou tobaece and alcohol” The truth 
is, the average duty in 1861 was 
18.81 per cent. It was raised from 
time to time by way of compensan- 
tion to domestic manufacturers 
against foreign importers” to quote 
from Mr. Morrill, aud in 1865 it 
was raised to 47.10 per gent. Ts is 
now 41.03 per cent. This war tariff 
was imposed in consideration of the 
internal revenue tax paid by manu- 
faeturers, The internal revenue tax 
has been swept nwav, but the war 
tariff has been retained, and since 
1860 the people of tha United States 
have id the manufacturers more 
than a hundred millions of dollars 
annually, in consideration of an in- 
ternal tax, not a farthing of which 
has been paid during this time. 
Such gigantic bare-faced fraud was 
never before practiced unon any 
people. And this robbery has been 
kept up in the professed interests of 
labor, 

When the protective policy was 
e in this country there was 
nothing said about protecting labor. 
It was well understood that the pro- 
tection was for the manufacturer, 
and the manufacturers understand 
this perfectly now. The Republi- 
œn League, in a confidential circu- 


tar letter, dated May 25, 1888, called 
upon manufacturers to contribute 
on the ground that they aro the 
men who are getting practically tho 
the sole benefit, or at least the most 
directly important benefits of the 
tariff laws.“ . 

, Between Liberalism and protec- 
tion there is nothing in common. 
Protection belongs to an exclusive 
theology, to close communion ortho- 
doxy. Our great Liberal writers 
like Paine and Buckle, like Harriet 
Martineau and Frances Wright, have 
been advocates of industrial and 
commercial ns well as of intellectu- 
al freedom.

Man finds himself in this world 
naked and hungry. IIe needs food, 
raiment, shelter, Ile fluds himself 
filled with almost innumerable 
wants. To gratify these wants is 
the prinoipal business of life, To 
gratify them without interfering 
with other people is the course pur- 
sued by all honest mon. 

Seeularism teaches us to bo good 
hero and now. I know of nothing 
better than goodness, Secularism 
teaches us to be just here and now, 
It is impossible to bo juster than 
just. May ean be as just in this 
world asin any other, and justice 
must be the same in all worlds. 

Secularism teaches a man to be 
generous, and generosity is certain- 
ly as good here as it can le any 
where else, Beeularisan teaches a 
man to be charitable, and certainly 
charity is as beautiful in (his world 
ang in this short lifo as jt could be 
were, man immortal. 

But orthodox people insist that 
there is something higher than Secu- 
larism; but, as a matter of fact, tho 
mind of man ean conceive of noth- 
ung better, nothing higher, nothing 
moro spiritual, than goodness, just- 
lee, generosity and charity.

Secularism says to to those who 
have diseases that can. be transmit- 
ted to children: “ Do not Marry]; do 
not lecomo parents: Jo not perpet- 
uate suffering, deformity, agony, 
imbecility, insanity, poverty, wretch- 
edness.”

The great benefit of Scoularism is 
that it appeals to the reason of ov-

Wheninills are idle and men are 
unemployed tho protectionists ray 
that thero is © overproduction.” 

“Overproduction!” That means 
that there 13 no market for manufac- 
tured goods. Why is this? Cloar- 
ly because tho tariff, designed to 
give the American manufacturer the 
control of tlie home market by pro- 
teeting his business from compoti- 
tion with foreign manufactorics, 
necessarily shuts hin out from ali 
other markets. For this reason : 
if more goods are produced hore 
than can bo sold for lome consump- 
tion, thers is, of course,  overpros 
duction," Izut if the tariff wero ro- 
moved and materiala for manufao- 
turing wero admitted free of duties, 
then American manufacturers could 
send theiy goods to forcign markets 
and sell all they could produce, Then 
thers would Leno * overproduction.” 
Now America cannot competo suc- 
cessfully in those foreign markets, 
The result is limited market and of 
courso limited production. Limited 
production means limited etnploy- 
ment, limited demand for labor, and

IMPORTANT ADMISSIONS, 
Iuckle, History of Civilization. 

"l'ho most valuablo additions made 
to legislation havo been cnactmente 
destructive of preceding legislation, 
andthe best Jaws that have been 
passed have been those by whiclr 
somo former laws hivo been repeal: 
ed, In tho caso just mentionad, of 
tho corn-laws, all that was dono was 
to repeal the oll laws and leave 
trade to iis natural freedom. Whon 
this great reform was accomplished 
tho only result was to place things 
on tho same footing as if legislatore 
had nover interfered at all. Precises 
ly the samo remark is applicablo to 
another leading improvement in 
modern legislation, namely, the de- 
crease of religious persecution, This 
is wnquestionably an immense boon, 
though, unfortunately, it is still im. 
perfect, oven in tho most civilized 
countries, But it is evident that 
the concession merely consists in 
this: that legislators have retraced 
their own steps and undone their 
own work, Ifwe examine tho poli- 
ay of the most humane and enlight- 
cned government we shall find this 
to bo tho course they havo el 
he whole scope and tendency of 
modern legislation is to restore 
things to that natural channol from 
which the ignorance of preceding 
legislation hns driven them. 
‘To maintain order, to provent the 
strong from oppressing tho weak, 
anl to adopt certain precautions 
respecting the pauo health are tho 
only sorvivea which any government 
can render to the interests of civili. 
zation, ‘That these aro services of 
immense value, no one will deny, 
but it cannot be said that by thont 
civilization is advanced or the prog- 
ress of Man accelerated. All that 
is done is to afford tho opportunity 
for progress; tho progress itself 
must depend upon other matters. 
And that this is tho sound view of 
legislation, is, moreover, evident 
from the fact that as kuowledgo is 
becoming more diffused and as in- 
ereasing experience is onabling oach 
successive geueration better to un- 
derstand the complicated relations 
of life, just in tho same proportion 
aro men insisting upon the repeal of 
these protectivo laws, the enactment 
of which was deemed by politicians 
to be tho greatest triumph ot politi- 
cal foresight.

The fourth and Jast of the articles, for 
tte publication nnd mailing of which the 
(at hat time) publishers and editors of 
Loctren have been indicted, is herowith 
republished. “Family Secrots, or tho 
“ Millotite Story,” is by odda the least 
important of the four. As stated by Dr. 
Foote, Sr., ot New York, in his communt- 
cation published in last week's LUCIFER, 
this Millerite story is an “old Ohest- 
nut" thut went the “rounds of the 
press“ about forty years ago. Dr, Foote 
says he republished the story without 
tho faintest thought of its being 
considered "obscene" Dr. F. is ed- 
itor of Foote's. Health Monthly, New 
York City, has beeu in the publishing 
business ponrly half a century, is a phy- 
siciay of bigh standing in the profession, 
and it is prosumable, to say the least, 
that his judgment of the matter in ques- 
tion is quite us good as that of the up- 
sturt, the self-elected censors of the press 
—<Anthony Comstock and his western 
coadjutors, 


As in the cases of tho previously re- 
publishod indicted articles we ask a care- 
fal nud candid perusal of tho “Millerite 
Story,” un if our renders do not agree 
with Dr. Foote (aud with the „friend“ 
who called his attontion to the mattor) 
“that a person who foes obscenity iu 
this story must be one possossing a very 
filthy, as well us n vory vivid imagina- 
tion,’ we shall be much surprised. We 
ghall be aleo surprised if they do not 
agree with those gontlemen iu tlie opin- 
ion that the “use of surh a story as the 
basis of an indictment, ehows elently 
how hard a strain it is for the Vice Sosi- 
ety and its backers to find some ground 
of accusation against tho Valley Falls 
editora," and “that some ulterior pur- 
pose is cought to be accomplished, aud 
not the more punishment of this trivial 
pretended offense," What that ulterior 
purpose is can oasily be conjectured. 

A word or two may not be amies in re- 
gard lo the object or occasion of publieh- 
mg the Millerite story wheu first iusert- 
ed m Lvoiren. 

By us, or, more definitely, by me 
(sinc: the present editor and publisher is 
morally responsible for its first es well 
us its secoud appearnuce in LUCIFER.) 
tue story was not copied from another 
journal, If was sent to us by an old nad 
highly respected &wbseriber- Klug in 
Ohio, I had never seen or heard the 
story, at leust in ita present shape, und 
supposet it to be founded ou fuct us it 
purports to be.

First, und cbielly, in accordanco with 
an established rule of ours to allow our 
patrons to have their sny in their awn 
way through tbo paper, provided, of 
course, thut in the editor's judgmont the 
writer has something to say that 1s of 
valuo to the general reader, und provid- 
od also, that tho actiels is not plainly li- 
bolous in ite nature. 

Second, It was inssrted as a bit ot 
pleusnntry, entire or burlesque, at tbe 
oxpeugo of the superstition which teashes 
mento look for a special "judgment 
day "—n “ast day," n “second coming 
of Chriet," etc, A Loliet in this super- 
stition, us is well known, is uot peculiar 
to the Millerites, since it is taught and 
believed by nearly all Christians, It was 
also insertod ns a bit of juuocont satire 
upon the superstition that makes virtue 
(iu tho sex-relation) depend upon tho 
possession of a marriage certificate js- 
suod by a priest, parson, zudgo or other 
civil oflicer. 

That it waa ineorted by tho «ditor as 
burlesque or satire, is sutliciautly shown 
by tho short prefatocy seuteuce (lu. 
closed ia brackets) which reads tlius : 


Dudes, prodos, und "patent outside" 
moralista, of the Comstock aud Prohibition. 
ist persunsion nro kindy cautioned not to 
rend what follows, It is tou utterly, ollerty 
shocking! not to any dinpicus and * obscene,"

All tho ut tioles upon which the present 
prosecution nguinst E. O. Walker, M. and 
G. S. Harman, 1s based, have now broo 
publiehod. As stated iu tho issue of 
Jone 22, 88, those indicted artiolos are, or 
have been, ropublished, “nobus au netof 
aetiance, not iu order to Curthor encage 
thoeo who first secured dur arrest and 
who are now working fot our conviction.” 
They have been republished because 
thero was a legitimate demand for their 
republication. Because it is the right 
of the general public to know what the 
tlleged offenso 18 that subjects citizens 
to imprisoument for the tormo? their 
natural lives, nud to fines aggregating 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, (This 
estimate of penalties is based upon the 
supposition that we are to be convicted 
on oll, or even half, of tho counts ngatust 
us.) It we lad been charged with mur- 
der, with manslaughter, with argon, with 
rapa. with bigamy, polygamy,or eveu with 
selling beer in violation of the prohibit- 


ory laws of Kansas, there would then be 
a deliuiteness, a boundary, so to speak, 
to the charge, that would, in a measure, 
satisfy legitimate curiosily; but *ob- 
scenity'" is i charge so vague, so unde- 
ilned and so indefinable by any recognized 
standard of legal definition, that curi- 
osity is at once nroused to know what 
the specific offense is for which the de- 
fendants are held in heavy bonds to an- 
Bwer, 

In addition to simple curiosity, there 
is n tradition etill extant tbat the free- 
dom of the prees is abeolntely essential 
to the preservation of “Aworican liberty,” 
(as though American liberty has not 
itself become a tradition!) and hence 
when the right ot the press to print and 
circulate anything not libelous 18 as- 
sailed, there is more than ordinary intor- 
ost manifested to know the exact functa 
in the case. 


The grand jury und prosecuting atior 
noy that first indicted us, refused to let 
tho public kuow, by official record, what 
tho offense charged really is, They said 
the matter complainsd of was too “ob- 
scone to be placed upon the record. 
When the case camo up for trial Inst 
spring, Judge Foster sustnined the motion 
to quash the indictments on the ground 

hat no indictment can hold that does 
not set forth the oxact facts upon which 
the prosecution relies for conviction. 
This defeat seems to have bad the effect 
of whetting the appetite or enthusing 
the energies of the U. S. prosecutor, He 
“wha put there (o win," as the prose- 
cutor In tho case of Mrs. Ciguaralo 
said of bimself, and s0, with- 
out an hour's dolay, he securod a re- 
indictment by anotbér jury, on the same 
charges, Smarting under his late defoat 
Prosecutor Perry cansod the indicted 
articles to be printed for tbo use of the 
jury aud to be spread upon the records 
of the court This court, this judge and 
jury,are commonly betievedto be the serv- 
ants of the citizeu --servants of the gen- 
eral public—-not the masters of the citi- 
zen or of the general public, If, therefore, 
itis right avd proper that tbe servants 
should know the exact facis complain- 
el of in this raid upon tho freedom 
6f the press, it is also right and proper 
that the priucipale—the citizens, or 
genernl publie, should know the exact 
facts in the cause. 


Tho reasons thus crudely given seem 
to me sufficient lo justify the republi- 
cation of the four indicted articles—- 
wluch atticles nro now desiguated as, 

First. "Lho “Markland Letter” (re- 
published in Lucrrer, Juno 22, '88) the 
animus ond burden of which letter is a 
strongly worded, manly protest against 
tho assumed “marital right! of the hus: 
band toinvade nud abuse tho person of 
his wife. 

Second. ‘The letter of Mrs, White- 
head to Mre. Slonker (republished iu 
LUCIFER, July 20, 88) in which the form- 
oc uses plain but chasto language in con- 
demunuliou of the use of " contraceptics." 

Third, "Comments on Cbavannes 
Article" (republishei in our iseuo of 
Aug, 10, 88.) in which the writer defends 
Dinnaism, in lavguage to which none but 
n prude or n self-conscious libertine 
would take exception, unless for “ ulte- 
rior purposes,” 

Fourth, Tho “Millerito Story.“ re- 
published in this issue, and for the 
republiention of which tho reasons have 
just been given. 

Otherand even strouger reasons for 
ihe republication of the four ivdicted 
articles could be given, but these must 
suflice for this timo.

avimality of what westyle "civilization." 
We aroindiguant at the word "animal," 
vet ure we so conscious of our nnimality

Bat even these are enough to 
prove us aminal, spite of our shortened 
jaws. Look upon the animal expression 
of the faces you meet, notice how the 
covering worn over most of the body is 
employed as an appetizer to animal pae- 
sions, and then reflect how far we tre 
from that paradise which is the dream 
aliko of theologian, poet and phileso- 
pher!

An impure mind can draw eyil from 
beauty, but the besuty 18 not to blame. 
A child cannot seo a flower without a 
desire to pluck it, but the flower is not 
nnswernble for tho destructive wish, 
Thug, 1f an uncleanty nud but halt civil- 
ized individual of oither sex finds that 
tho sight of 'Thorwaldsen'e grand group 
of “The Graces —tliat glorious trio of 
female forms which sets higher samples 
of humanity thinking of n world where 
all is perfoct-— nwakos in him or her only 
impure ideas, such an individual ia the 
author of the evil he or she discovers and 
is more fitted to be a butt of ridicule than 
to pose as a censor of morals. All the 
mora! ovils we deplore in humanity are 
ns rampant in those who are physically 
the reverse of beautiful asin those who 
are loveliest, and are, as a rule, moat 
rampant inthose who havo Jeast appre- 
ciation of beauty.

LETTERS TO A SISTER. 
NUMBER V.--CONTINUED. 

Dear Sister:—I have endeavored to 
show my behof that properly speaking, 
thore is no such thing as a natural right. 
In nature might makos right every timo. 
Yet I hold to inherent or individual 
rights which you may claim are synon- 
ymous with natural rights. Perhaps 
the nro. My idea is that in the course 
of evolution man has acquirod righta, us 
ho has intelligence or language, That 
is, a sense of justice has become fixed in 
his organization which causes him to de- 
maud for himsolf and to grant to others 
certain rigbte, baeed upon the equality 
of the ego, or golf, of manhood, rights to 
lito, liberty aud property. Matthew Ar- 
vold has said that “ali nghts are created 
by law, und based on expedience and are 
alterablo as publio advantage may re- 
qure.” If this be 80, justice does not 
oxist outside of government, and Hobbs 
was right when he wrote, “Before the 
names of just nud upjust can have place 
there must be some coercive power to 
compol men equally to the performance 
of their covenante by tbo terror of somo 
punishment greater than tbe benofit 
they expect Ly tho breach of their cove- 
nant.” I hardly think that Arnold would 
follow his conyiction to this logical con- 
clusion, A student of history, he must 
know that rights existed before govern- 
ments. Herbert Spencer tells of tribes 
in various parts of the world,showivg us 
" totora definite governmont ariser, con- 
duct is regulated by custome.” After 
ennmerating a great number, ho ends 
with '"Xolff's statement respeoting the 
peaceful Arafuras’ well sums up the eyi- 
deuce, ‘They recognize the right of 
properly in the fullest sense of the word, 
without there being any authority amoug 
them but tho decisions of their elders 
according to the customs of their fore- 
fothere," Mr. Spencer, speaking ot 
Bentham, says, * He tells us that govern 
ment fulfills its office by creating rights 
which it confers upon individuals 
tights of personal security, rights of pro» 
tection for honor, rights of property, oto, 
In his constitutional code, he 
fixea the sovereignty iu the whole peo- 
ple; arguing that itis best to give the 


sovereign power to tho largeet possible 
portion of those whose happiness is the 
proper ifd choson object. . Mark 
now what happens when we put these 
two doctrines together. The sovereign 
people is to appoint representatives, and 
so to create a government; the govern- 
ment thus created, creates rights; und 
then, baving created these rights, it con- 
fers them on the sovereign people by 
which it was itself created.” Mr. S. 
calls this a “marveldus piece of politi- 
cal legerdemain,” nnd osks un to “obe 
serve what nre the applications. Euch 
man exists in two capacities, In his pri- 
vate capacity he is subject to tho gov- 
ernment. In his publio capacity ho is one 
of the sovereign people who appoint the 
governmont. ‘That isto gay, in his pri- 
vate capacity he is one to whom rights 
are given; nnd in his public capacity he 
is ono of those who, through their agen- 
cy, give tho rights,” 

Now, isn’t this rather a roundabout 
way for“ we the people” to govern our - 
solves? Do you not think ’twere bettor 
to discard these agents and let each mau 
govern himself? 

You eny it ia ensier to govern others 
than it is to govern ourselves, and you 
nro no doubt right. Portia, iu 
Shakspoare, says, "I can.ensier teach 
twenty what wore good to be done, than 
be ons of the twenty to follow mine own 
teaching." Aud I suppose it is easier to 
govern and control twenty, than. be one 
of the twenty to be so governed and con- 
trolled, But what sort of justice is it 
that enables us to govern others when 
we cannot govern ourselves? Emerson 
says, This undertakiug for another is 
the blnuder which stands in colossal ug- 
liness in the goveruments of the world. 

| « . A man who eounot be ac- 
quainted with mo, taxes me; looking 
from nfar at meordaina tbat w part of 
my labor shall go to this or that Whimsi - 
cal ond, not as I bnt as he happens to 
fancy, Behold the consequence. Ok all 
debts meu nro Teast willing to pay the 
taxes. What a satire is this on govern- 
ment, Everywhere they think they get 
their monoy'a worth except for these.“ 
Spencer saye, “Tbe great political super- 
stition of the pnst was the divite right 
ot kings. The great euperstition of tho 
present is the divine right of parlia- 
ments. [ù e., of legislatures ——Ep,} The 
oil of anointing seems unawares to have 
dripped from the hoad of tho one to the 
heads of the many.” 

If it were not for the glamour of su- 
perstition which envelops the whole af- 
fair, government would not be tolerated 
n single day. It has become to us un na- 
ture, End, like Byron's Prisoner of 
Chillon,“ we have coma to love our 
chains and regard the air of freedom 
with actual nversion.

The details are tor- 
ribla to contomplate, and in every breast 
that throbs with one spark of human 
sympathy they must cause feollugs of 
horror to prevail.
